Catalogues. little work.” To mail a 1,000-page cata- 
logue to every person whom the publish- 

ers of the catalogue might deem at all disposed to pur- 
chase their goods, is a stupendous undertaking. The 
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» mail order houses found it especially expensive with- 


in the last year, since consumers all over the country 
are commencing to realize that these nefarious organ- 
izations are not bound by any stringent laws or any 
sense of honor to live up to the slippery guarantees 
published in their advertisements. 

Accordingly, at least one of these houses has hit 
upon the plan of sending out circulars to a large num- 
ber of people in each county asking them to distribute 
twenty-five of their catalogues and receive $10.00 in 
exchange. The catalogues are sent to the distributor 
by freight, and the postage is consequently saved. 
Upon receipt of these catalogues, the distributor is ex- 
pected to deliver these catalogues to twenty-five differ- 
ent persons, and send the names and addresses of these 
people to the publishers of the catalogue. The pub- 
lishers then decide whether the distributor is entitled 
to any reward at all, and if so whether the reward 
will be $10.00, $5.00 or $2.50. 

To get the $10.00 reward, the catalogue house state 
that it is necessary for them to receive orders within 
thirty days from at least twenty of the twenty-five peo- 
ple to whom the catalogues were given. In the next 
breath they announce that these conditions are so easy 
that the distributor is almost sure to get the $10.00 
prize. If fifteen answers are received from the twenty- 
five catalogues distributed, the distributor is entitled to 
a $5.00 prize, and if ten or more come in, the patient 
ass is entitled to $2.50. 


All this and a great deal more misleading and gilded 
duplicity is included within the book which bears in 
very bold and striking letters the words “$10.00 in 
Cash.” It is on a pat with their whole policy—strik- 
ing in appearance; rotten at the core—like a gaudily 
painted Easter egg taken from last year’s crop. 








In a recent address, Mrs. Back, the wife of that 
most indefatigable scientist, Herr Back, director of 
the industrial school at Frankfort, A. 

Fireless M., Germany, brought to the attention 
Cook Stoves. of her audience a new form of warm- 

ing closet, @r; as it has been called 
more comprehensively, a “fireless cook stove.” This 
is a new.article of kitchen furniture, which unites the 
ordinary means of keeping a dish warm with the 
process of cooking itself. 

Almost every housewife appreciates the value of 
wrapping a pot of coffee in a dry cloth in order to 
keep it warm for future use. At the Paris expo- 
sition in 1867 much attention was attracted by a 
wooden box lined with wool and felt, which was 
called “the Norwegian automatic kitchen.” In this 
box food which had been boiled for only a very few 
minutes continued to cook slowly and in two or three 
hours was found to be ready for the table. For some 
unexplained reason all efforts to bring this useful 
novelty into general use proved unsuccessful until 
the matter was recently taken up systematically and 
with more enthusiasm in Baden. The propaganda 
is now being successfully pushed in Berlin, Munich, 
Frankfort and other cities by means of popular lec- 
tures. and public demonstrations of the convenience 
and practical value of this method of cooking. 
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Mrs. Back stated that she has now been using this 
box for thirteen years, and that it has greatly reduced 
for her the cares and annoyances of housekeeping. 
At first she used the box merely for the purpose of 
keeping finished food warm, but it was not long be- 
fore she discovered that the process of cooking con- 
tinued in the box. She thereupon extended its use, 
making a series of experiments which resulted in 
pleasant surprises. She soon’ found that she could 
finish in the box all boiled and roasted meats, sauces, 
fish, soup, vegetables, fruit, puddings, etc. Of course 
the box cannot be used for beefsteaks, cutlets, pan- 
cakes and the like, articles whose chief attraction lies 
in the crispness resulting from rapid cooking on a 
hot fire, but when food of this kind is being prepared 
it is a great comfort to the housewife to know that 
the rest of the meal is ready and hot in the box. 

The boxes now being offered for sale in German 
stores are usually lined and partitioned with hay, 
felt, etc., and the receptacles are furnished with 
covers which can be securely locked. Such boxes 
are no doubt useful when food is to be transported— 
for instance, from restaurants ; but there is one serious 
objection to them—their immovable felt and uphol- 
stery may become moist and moldy. A home-made 
hay box will usually be found cheaper and more 
practical. Almost any box will do which has a tight- 
ly fitting cover. The wood of which it is made should 
not be too thin, and of course there should be no knot 
holes or cracks. Old trunks and valises may some- 
times be successfully utilized in this way. 

The box should be loosely filled with shavings, pa- 
per or hay—the last mentioned being probably the 
most satisfactory. The hay should be renewed every 
two or three weeks. Before the pots are ready the 
requisite number of nests in the hay should be pre- 
pared, and when the pots are placed in these holes 
the hay should be packed under and around them 
tightly. Any kind of pots can be used, although of 
course earthen ones hold the heat best. The tighter 
the tops fit the better, but if the food is to be used 
within six or eight hours, it is not necessary that 
they should be of a kind which can be hermetically 
closed. Ordinary tops will be found perfectly satis- 
factory. When the pots have been placed in the box 
carefully and without lifting the lids, they should 
be covered with a pillow and the lid at once securely 
closed. ; 

When not in use, the box should always be left 
open and the hay loosened, the pillow being hung in 
the air to dry thoroughly. 

The chief advantages of the hay box may be sum- 
marized as follows: 

1. The cost of fuel can be reduced four-fifths, or 
even nine-tenths. 

2. The pots are not made difficult to wash; they are 
not blackened, and they will last for an almost in- 
definite period of time. 

3. The food is better cooked, more palatable, more 
nutritious, and mc~e digestible. 

4. Kitchen odors are obviated. 

5. Time and labor are saved. 

6. There is no need of stirring or fear of scorch- 
ing or burning. ; 








7. The cares of the housewife are lessened, and 
her health and happiness are thus protected. 

8. The kitchen need not be in disorder half of the 
day. 
9. Warm: water can always be had when there is 
illness in the house and during the summer when 
fires are not kept up. 

10. Milk for the baby can be kept warm all night 
in a pot of water. 

11. Where workmen’s families live crowded in one 
or two rooms the additional suffering caused by 
kitchen heat is obviated by the hay box, for the pre- 
liminary cooking can all be done in the cool of the 
morning. 

12. At picnics the appetites of young people are 
only half satisfied by sandwiches and other cold food. 
The hay box can furnish a hot meal anywhere and 
at any time. 

13. Similarly, men and women working in the 
fields or having night employment can take with them 
hot coffee, soup or an entire meal, thus avoiding the 
necessity of returning home at a fixed hour or hav- 
ing it brought to them by another member of the 
family.

The strongest of parents quite frequently give birth 
to a cripple. Quite as often does a mole emblazon an 
otherwise peaches-and-cream complexion. In just the 
same way, the great, prosperous city of St. Louis has 
created a trade journal which in justice to the city 
itself must be considered an abortive offspring. This 
paper is supposed to represent the stove, the tinware 
and the hardware interests of the country. For pres- 
ent purposes I shall call it Fido. 

It is hard to take Fido seriously. Most people find 
him infinitely better fun that the funniest of monkeys. 
It has been suggested that Fido go on the stage or take 
a leading part in some dime museum, but Fido don’t 
want to. Fido doesn’t realize that he’s nothing but a 
cute, sweet, harmless, yellow animal, with no bite and 
lots of bark. 

Fido has a master in the paper for which I have 
had the pleasure of writing these sketches for many 
years, but the master won’t own him. Fido saw the 
master one day and liked his looks, so he’s been fol- 
lowing him around ever since. The master kicks him 
off once in a while, but then he’s got other things to 
think of usually and doesn’t often look behind him. 

Still Fido sometimes feels that he’s a real live dog- 
gie and runs on ahead, but these little spurts of inde- 
pendence always result in his getting his feet caught 
in the mud or being kicked by some one who doesn’t 
know that Fido is only a troublesome, helpless little 
fellow who is more to be pitied than censured. 

These kicks and these entanglements in the deep 
sloughs of the mighty world have taught Fido many a 
lesson, however, and it is very, very seldom nowadays 
that you can possibly get him to leave the heels of his 


master. Nevertheless, ever and anon, he gets all of 











his little dander up and runs ahead. But when he does 
you'll invariably find him barking up the wrong tree, 
letting a cat get on his back or laving his mildewed 
hide in a mud-puddle. 

Fido stuck to his master last Saturday when the lat- 
ter went out for his weekly walk. All of the little 
fellow’s spirits were effervescent. He trotted along 
merrily and bow-leggedly, trying to catch birds, to 
climb trees and eat the sun. He took without a single 
yelp the thousands of cuffs and kicks given by passers- 
by who knew not how to pity with a smile.

I HAVE received a letter requesting me to answer 
a question propounded by a hardware merchant 
at Latty, Ohio, which was to have been discussed 
at the annual convention held at Dayton seven weeks 
ago. Owing to the pressure of other affairs, however, 
this particular query was not brought up, and the mat- 
ter was referred to THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. Our in- 
terlocutor writes as follows: 

“Why don’t retail hardware dealers be brotherly and 
work together, hold uniform prices, instead of cutting 
prices and bucking each other, especially on binder 
twine and implements ?” 

Man in his savage state was possessed of one para- 
mount instinct—that of self-preservation. This in- 
stinct is still pre-eminent. It is the desire to fill the 
stomach, to conserve the body, to feel the heart go 
rub-a-dub. 

Men, together, with the higher animals, however, 
came to realize after ages of bitter experience, that, 
in order to carry on the struggle for existence, it is 
not necessary to consider every creature, formation or 
element as a natural enemy. It was found desirable to 
form a kind of partnership in many cases for the bet- 
ter execution of the struggle. The elephant, one of 
the more intelligent of the vertebrae, joined forces 


His master had seen | 
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with a race of birds. He would generously allow them 
to settle on his back and exhume a form of insect with 
which he was sorely troubled. In return the birds 
would rid him of the most undesirable feature in the 
life of our flea-bitten house-dogs and at the same time 
warn him in case of lurking danger. 

Man was the first to see the advantage of this form 
of co-operation. He saw that women can perform 
some functions better than men. He knew he was bet- 
ter at hunting and fishing, etc. So he got a woman, 
made her do the things he didn’t like to do while he 
himself did the things at which he was the more profi- 
cient. He hunted for two; she cooked for two. He 
did only half the work; she did only half the work. 

This is called “antagonistic co-operation.” It means 
the union of two or more people, who are inimical, 
naturally, but who join forces because the junction 
renders each unit more effective than when separated. 

That’s what the hardware retailers have done by 
forming their associations and drawing up price 
agreements. Dealers who try to carry on the struggle 
without respect for others, possess the ideas of the 
savage. They are 6,000 years behind the times. They 
are their own worst enemies. 

* * * 

Another dealer in Ohio wants to know the best 
mode by which to induce clerks to take an interest in 
the business and assume a part most beneficial to the 
proprietor. 

Carnegie, with a great many other commercial 
giants, including Marshall Field, believes that it is 
by making the clerk’s salary depend upon the services 
rendered. Carnegie got a bakers’ dozen value out of 
his managers by getting them interested financially— 
giving them shares in his company. . 

This system is impossible, of course, in a_ retail 
hardware store, but the principle is correct and should 
be developed. I am more careful with my own shekels 
than with yours. You feel likewise. So do your 
clerks. 

Offer a prize. Check up their sales. Follow the ex- 
ample of the National Cash Register Co., who pub- 
lish a bulletin every business day of the year. This 
bulletin tells just how many sales every salesman in 
their employ should make, how many he does make, 
whether he gets the reduced or the higher price, etc., 
etc. The remuneration paid their salesmen is deter- 
mined by their proficiency as shown by these reports.

The question of the employment of private brands by hardware jobbers, instead of the reg- 


ular brands used by the manufacturers themselves, has been agitated more freely of late than 


ever before. 


To THE AMERICAN A®TISAN. 


In answer to Mat ——, of Texas, in last week’s AMERICAN 
ArtTISAN, I would like to suggest to him that -it would be a 
good thing for him to try what I did for some time and found 
to work out to good advantage. I bought nearly all of my 
goods from the jobbers by mail orders and found that I could 
always get better prices after they found that I always done 
so. Every body knows that it costs a great deal to keep a 
drummer on the road and we have to pay the bill. I think 
that it would be a good thing if all the hardware men would 
do likewise, of course there could be no great change till all 
would do so. . 

If Mat —— had ordered direct he would have the same 
brand yet and would be reaping the harvest from the pushing 
and advertising that he did at the start. Instead of that he 
allowed his rival to profit by it (and he would be a fool not 
to jump at the chance left for him). 

This is the age of hustle or sink in the mire. 

There is another way that our friend could have gotten 
out of the difficulty without so much loss and trouble if he 
had acted at once, and that would have been for him to ad- 
vertise well that he had a chance to better his line of goods 
by making a change in the brand of tools, bettering the qual- 
ity without changing the price. This would have taken work 
but not. as much as it will now to build up another trade again. 
It takes work and advertising to get business and to hold it, 
but a man better work over time rather than to let the other 
fellow get it, for get it he will if you do not go after it. 

I am no exponent of the private brand idea, but there is 
good points in its favor. The best one is that it does not 
give the customer as good a chance to get on to the cost 
price through the catalogue houses, of a private brand as they 
do on the standard line of goods, thus enabling the dealer to 
get a fair profit on his line without so much effort. 

I have wanted to hear from some of the others in regard 
to this matter and would like to have some express their 
opinion.

We want to say we are doing every- 
thing we can to down them and hope to see the day when 
they will not be. 

We have also something against the jobber. He is try- 
ing to put the manufacturer in the hind seat; he wants the 
manufacturer to work hard for forty or fifty years, and to 
advertise and to spend lots of money and get his line well 
known, then to come around to him and let him put the job- 
ber’s name on the same goods. .He can then go to some 
cheap manufacturer and let him make his goods and then tell 
us that some high-class manufacturer made therh. We want 
goods with the makers’ name on them. We don’t care it 
the jobber’s name is on also or what he might want to call 
it, just so he lets the manufacturer put his name on the 
article, too. 

We hope the manufacturer will wake up and see this 
and quit making goods without their own name on them. We 
have picked up several bargains this year because some job- 
bers had goods with the manufacturer’s name on same and 
they were going to cut them out and handle goods under 
their special brands.

I have just this much to say about private brands. They 
are instituted by jobbers either for the sake of sentiment or 
for the sake of an extra profit. Jobbers either sell them be- 
cause they want their own mark upon all wares that pass 
through their hands, or there’s something in it for them. 

So far as sentiment is concerned, I am convinced that job- 
bers are not as a rule very much addicted to the habit. If 
there’s more money in tinplate from Wales than in tinplate 
from Pittsburg, their orders will usually find their way across 
the Atlantic. If they can buy Atkins’ or Disston saws with 
Atkins’ or Disston name on them more cheaply than they can 
get another firm to stamp a special brand on a saw of the 
same quality, I think most of them will buy the makers’ 
brand. 

No, it is not sentiment. It is cash—cold cash. The jobber 
is given an opportunity of realizing an additional profit by the 
use of the private brand. He buys second grade articles, puts 
his brand on them, sells them for articles of the first grade 
and pockets the difference. Otherwise, why in the wide world 
should he cling to the idea, when he knows that he makes 
nothing by the scheme and that the people who patronize him 


—the hardware dealers—are down on it?

The little motor develops the speed, on pressure 
mentioned above, of forty-five hundred (4,500) revolu- 
tions per niinute,with an ordinary 5-inchemery wheel or 
a Q-inch buffing wheel (for polishing). The emery: 
wheel is suitable for grinding knives, scissors, razors, 
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axes, hatchets, hammers, or in fact any edged tool. 
The buffing wheel is suitable for polishing, cleaning 
and buffing any metal surface.

It 
also has sufficient power for running sewing machines, 
small lathes, scroll saws, dynamos, etc.

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THE MUELLER GRATE. 








The grate used in the construction of the furnaces 
manufactured by the L. J.. Mueller Furnace Co., 191 
Reed St., Milwaukee, Wis., is a very valuable adjunct. 
The one shown in the first illustration is used in all 
of their coal furnaces, and is said to allow no uncon- 
sumed coal to pass into the ashpit, thereby rendering

sifting unnecessary. The entire contents of the fire 
pot can be removed in one-half the time required by 
most grates. 

The grate is composed of four, and in larger sizes 
of five triangular bars with teeth sufficiently close to- 
gether to allow for burning small coal. As these bars 
are independent of each other, any one of them can be 
replaced without having to purchase an entirely new 
grate. The triangular form gives them two cooling 
surfaces in the ash pit, and in their revolution three 
different surfaces in alternation are exposed to the 
fire, preventing the bars from warping. 
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A simple turning of the shaker will, it is claimed, 
absolutely clear the grate surface of all ashes, allowing 
the free circulation of air through the fire, insuring 
absolute combustion and enabling an extraordinary 
amount of heat to be obtained from the fuel. 

In the rear of the ash pit the bars are hung in deep 
circular openings, and in the front they are supported 
by a cast iron rest, provided on the upper side with 
heavy lugs. These lugs pass through the top of the 
ash pit and are fastened by steel cotters driven through 
the opening. This arrangement does away entirely 
with the use of bolts to fasten the bars. 

The grate is operated with a shaker placed on one of 
the bars which causes them to revolve by means of 
cogs fastened to the bars. In operating the grate by 
the use of but one shaker bar, the ashes can be removed 
equally from the entire surface of the grate. This, it 
is claimed, cannot be accomplished where two or more 
shaker bars are required, as they necessarily disturb 
the fire on the side opposite from which the ashes are 
being removed, thus causing a waste of fuel and an 
unnecessary expenditure of labor. The shaker is 


made with a lug which admits into a notch on the left 
side of circular opening in the ash pit door. 


The

notch on the opposite side of this circular opening per- 
mits the removal of the shaker. It is thus claimed 
to be impossible to remove the shaker from the shaker 
bar until the grate is in its proper position. 

The manufacturers claim that theirs is the first and 
only successful lignite furnace grate made. It is con- 
structed of but five parts: cone center, inner and outer 
rings, short shaker bar and a latch. It is operated by 
placing the shaker on the shaker bar, which is made 
with an eccentric. The eccentric connects with the 
inner ring.. The dumping of the fire or the removal 
of clinkers is accomplished by pulling with a poker the 
latch hinged to the inner ring and projecting into the 
ash pit. This releases the cone center and aliows the 
accumulations to fall through. This cone center, which 
at the rear is hinged to the inner ring, is replaced by 
hooking with poker and lug on same and pulling for- 
ward, catising the latch to catch the cone center and 
hold it in position.

THE CIRCULATION OF HOT WATER. 





BY JOHN S. BRENNAN. 
(Presented at Eleventh Annual Meeting A. S. H. & V. E,, 
New York, 1905.) 
WATER BECOMES COMPACT. 

The first cause of the circulation of water in a hot-water 
heating system, by the force of gravity, is that the water 
becomes compact as it cools off, and it therefore outweighs 
the warmer and lighter water and pushes it to the top of 

A 
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the apparatus. Hot water will move only when there is a 
heavier and cooler body of water to displace it and force it 
upwards by means of its superior weight. 
DRAWING FORCE IS PROPORTIONAL TO DIFFERENCE IN 
TEMPERATURE. 

The drawing force which propels the water in the risers 
and radiators is proportional to the difference in the mean 
temperature of the ascending and descending parts of the 
apparatus, and does not depend upon the actual quantity of 
water contained in those opposing parts of a system with a 
given difference in temperatures; it is also proportional to 
the vertical height of the circuit. For example—in a circuit 
or riser 50 feet high the motive force would be twice as 
large as one only 25 feet high. 

FORCE OF CIRCULATION. 

The force of the circulation through radiators with a 
given fall of temperature depends mostly upon the height of 
the return pipe and is independent of the height of the riser 
pipe. Take, for example, a radiator on the fourth floor, A, 
or 50 feet high, another radiator on the first floor, B, or 10 
feet high, with both feed or riser pipes the same height. 
The circulation through the radiator on the fourth floor will 
be about three times as great as through the radiator on the 
first floor. Notwithstanding the fact that the supply column 
of both radiators are of equal height because the return, F, 
is about three times as high as the return, E, of the radiators 
on the first floor. The temperature of the pipes, C and D, are 
nearly the same, consequently the water in D simply baiances 
an equal height of pipe C, and fails to supply any force for 
circulation. The force for circulation in this circuit there- 
fore depends upon the preponderance of the weight of water 
in the return pipe, E, over the weight of that below the level 
of the radiator, B. 

RADIATOR WITH USUAL CONNECTIONS. 


Figure 1 is a fair illustration of a radiator with the usual 
style connections. The force of the circulation through the 
radiator depends upon the height of the return column. The 
return pipe having a strong pull on the radiator the current 
is along the lines indicated by the arrows and the water up 
in the radiator has but little circulation to it. No wonder 
many of our best heating engineers have trouble with some 
radiators not circulating, and consequently not radiating heat 
as they ought to, according to their best judgment and ex- 











perience. The hot water is drawn through the radiator at 
such a pace that the radiator simply gets what heat units 
would rise in the radiator section as the stream of hot water 
rushes through the lower portion of the radiator. This is 
often proved by the fact that the lower portion of the radia- 
tor is much hotter than the upper portion, while it should 
be the reverse. 
AN IMPROVED CONNECTION. 

Figure 2 shows an improved connection to increase and 

improve the circulation in a hot-water heating system, which

has been successfully used by the writer on a great many hot- 
water heating systems. 
COURSE OF HOT WATER. 

The direction in which the arrows point show the actual 
current within the radiator. The hot water must pass directly 
tc the top, dropping to the bottom, as it cools off returning to 
the return pipe. The circulation is positive and by actual 
tests 6 degrees hotter than the circulation the old way, and, 
furthermore, the entire surface of the radiator is heated. 
I have compiled figures of tests of these two styles of con- 
nections for radiators. A thermometer was placed on the 
feed and return section of each radiator, the connections on 
the usual style of radiator shown on Figures 4 and 5 were 
143 inch inside diameter on the feed pipe, and 1% inch pipe 
on return pipe, the connections on the improved connection 
shuwn on Figures 2 and 3 were 1% inch connection with a 
partition in it with 14 inch feed and return pipe.

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EXPLANATION OF COLUMNS. 


Column 1 is the time in which the test was made. Col- 
umn 2 is the top return section of the radiator with the im- 
proved connection, and column 3 is the thermometer on the 
feed section of the radiator with the improved connection. 
Column 4 is the thermometer on the return section of the 
radiator with the old style connection. Column 5 is the ther- 
mometer on the feed section of the old style radiator con- 
nection. The radiator connected to Figures 4 and 5, or old 
style connection, is a 13 loop 38-inch high Corinth radiator, 
containing 71% square feet radiating surface. Radiator fig- 
ures 2 and 3, or the new style connection, is a 24-loop 14-inch 
high Unique radiator containing 96 square feet of radiating 
surface. It will be noticed that the thermometer on column 
3 or feed pipe of improved connection is higher than the one 
on column 4 or feed pipe of old style connection, it being six 
degrees higher and remaining somewhat higher until the 
thermometer registers 212 degrees. It will also be noticed 
that the return end of the radiator of the improved connec- 
tion shown on column 2 is somewhat hotter than the return 
connection of the old style radiator. Column 5, notwithstand- 
ing the radiator with the improved connection, is a great deal 
larger, a great deal longer and lower, and only has half the 
area of the old style connections. This would clearly show 
the principal object to be sought in designing a system of 
hot-water piping is to adjust and equalize the resistance in 
each circuit and branch so that the hot water will flow with 
equal readiness to each radiator. This is accomplished by 
making the diameter of each pipe just sufficient to pass the 
desired amount of water under the head or drawing force 
which is available in that particular part of the system. 


ANNOYANCE IS AVOIDED. 


Heretofore a great many people objected to hot water as 
a means of heating by reason of the radiators having a con- 
nection at each end, and when any cleaning or painting was 
done behind the radiator it was necessary to drain the water 
from the radiator and disconnect it from the flow and return 
pipes. This necessitated shutting down the @pparatus until 
the radiators were connected again. 

The trouble and annoyance incident to setting and con-

necting a radiator with two pipes in or above the floor in the 
usual way are avoided by this improved connection which 
requires but a single opening to be cut in the floor and a 
single coupling to be made above the floor. This improved 
connection by its peculiar construction allows a radiator to 
be swung away from the wall without interrupting the cir- 
culation of the water. This is very useful when using the 
apparatus when the building is being erected. The heating 
apparatus can be installed complete and the radiators swung 
out, and when the building is completed they can easily be 
swung back in place again.

SIMPLE METHOD OF OBTAINING A SQUARE MITRE PAT- 
TERN. PROBLEM IO. 

Fig. 1 in the illustration shows the familiar method 

of placing a moulding to cut a square mitre pattern. 
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This method is used to advantage by all cornice- 
makers Besides, it is generally the first pattern a 
cornice-maker learns to cut. The operation is simple 
—no system of drawing is followed, no intersecting 
plane is used, no knowledge of geometry is necessary. 












FIGURES I AND 2. 


Construct points on the surface of the moulding— 
draw the lines—to intersect pattern lines—trace lines 
through the points the pattern is obtained—for a 
square mitre. That pattern is obtained by following 
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a rule, not a principle, of intersection. When the me- 
chanic desires an octagon mitre pattern, the same rule 
does not work. He will then look for sorne book that 
contains a rule for an octagon mitre pattern. Next he 
wants a rule for a gable or a panel mitre, then a rule 
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for a raking mitre or any other mitre that occurs 
in his work; in short, a rule for every pattern. The 
situation is not overdrawn. I have been there; | 
know how it was myself. 

Fig. 1—A is the profile of a moulding, the base 
10-11 resting on a horizontal plane, as a brick wall 
on a building. The line 11-1 is the height or wal! 
line. The line 1-2 is the extreme projection. To ob- 
tain the pattern for a square mitre: Continue the 
line 7-11 indefinitely on the paper at any convenient 
distance from base of moulding. Make a point, on 
the line 1-11 continued from the point established on 
this measuring line or development line, as it is called 
in drawing. Space off the distance 1-2 full projec- 
tion of mould. Next space the distances (2-3), (3-4), 
(4-5). Those distances are all plane surfaces. Thus 
you see a straight line can be developed on the de- 
velopment line by spacing the distance between the 
extreme points of the line, as indicated by the numbers 
I, 2, 3, 4, 5. The moulded part from 5 to 10 must 
be divided into points, as indicated by 6, 7, 8, 9, 10. 
Space off the distances from 5 to 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, re- 
spectively, on the line, also from 10 to 11. The girth 
of the surface of mould to be intersected is flattened 
out on the development line. The space from I-11 
is not intersected, but is left open for the moulding 
to be built in the wall. 

Next draw lines through the points on the develop- 
ment line at right angles to the development line. 
From each point on the surface of moulding A space 
off the projection of that point from the wall line 1-11 
in the profile of mould A. The distance 1-2 on the 
profile space off in the development line. Point 3 is 
the same distance... Space points 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10. 
Now points 1-11, being in the wall line, have no pro- 
jection. Draw lines through the points. Allow a 
flange at top and bottom to build in the wall. You can 
use a Tee square to space off those projections or 
use a compass. In practice in the shop I cut more 
patterns by spacing with a compass than with the Tee 
square. 

Principle: A square mitre pattern in development 
is always the full projection of the mould. Any other 
mitre is more or less than full projection. As ex- 
plained in plate 1, 45° cutting plane gives a projected 
view of the intersection identical with the profile; 
go° cutting plane is a straight line. Between 45° 
and go° cutting plane, the pattern is less than full 
projection of the mould between 0-45. The pattern 
is more than the projection of the mould. 


SQUARE, OCTAGON, PANEL MITRES ON A SYSTEM OF 
LINES. PROBLEMS II, I2, 13. 


Fig. 2—H-M is the ground line. A is the mould 
in vertical projection. P-H-1 is the cutting plane for 
a square mitre pattern. O-M-C is a cutting plane for 
an octagon mitre. O-M is the horizontal trace of 
the cutting plane. M-C is the vertical trace. O-P-V 
is a cutting plane. P-V is the vertical trace. O-P 
is the horizontal trace. This plane cuts through the 
height of moulding, giving a square panel or gable 
mitre pattern. I will cut all the patterns at the same 
time. The surface of mould A is divided into points, 
as is the usual custom. Those points .are projected 
on line M-C, with Meas a center and each projected 
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point as a radius describe a quadrant cutting line H-M 


in points. Those points are now all revolved and ap- 
pear in ground line H-M and represent the height 
of each point above the base of mould A. Set the 
Tee square at the end of drawing board. and through 
those points on line H-M draw lines parallel to O-P, 
intersecting cutting plane P-V. Those lines are con- 
tinued in the horizontal plane far enough to meet the 
pattern lines when drawn. 

From the ground line to the lines in the horizontal 
plane space off the projection of mould A, as shown. 
The profile is not numbered. Through the points on 
the new profile in the horizontal plane draw auxiliary 
lines parallel to ground line H-M to intersect O-M, 
P-H, in the horizontal plane. The line R-S is a con- 
tinuation of I-H. R-S is an abbreviation of right 
section cut. Space off the girth of mould A on line 
R-S, commencing at 1. This girth is shown by 1, 2, 
3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8,9, 10, 11. Through these points draw 
lines perpendicular to R-S, as shown, so as to lay 
out the three patterns. Those lines cross the lines - 
previously drawn through the profile in the horizontal 
plane, mark a point at the intersections, and through 
the points trace lines. This is the square panel pat- 
tern’ P. At the points of intersection of the auxiliary 
lines and intersecting plane, P-H and O-M, draw lines 
parallel to R-S, intersecting the pattern lines in the 
same numbered lines as the profile A. Lines traced 
through the points are square mitre, S, and octagon 
mitre O.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


The announcement that the production of pig iron 
during the month of March was approximately 2,000,- 
ooo tons has tended to strengthen the market, without, 
however, increasing the number or tonnage of the 
sales. The market for all descriptions of pig iron has 
been rather quiet, but there is absolutely no evidences 
of weakness. The International Harvester Co., buoy- 
ed up local conditions to a great extent by its recent 
purchase of a large amount of pig iron. This buying 
movement, together with the large number of other 
sales recorded during the latter part of March and the 
first two weeks of April, was used by the bulls to 
stampede the market in favor of higher prices, but 
without effect. 

The prospects are that there will be plenty of iron to 
fill any wants that may reasonably be anticipated. It 
is expected that the enormous production of pig iron 
during the first quarter of this year will be still further 
increased within the near future. There is a current 
report at Pickands, Brown & Co. and some associates 
will break ground for a new blast furnace either in 
Chicago or in its vicinity. The plant will be a thor- 
oughly modern one and its erection will be hastened 
with all possible speed. The Illinois Steel Co. will 
start the North works blast furnace in a few days 
with standard Bessemer iron. It is evident that buy- 
ers are deterred by the very able manner in which the 
furnaces supplied during the first three months of 
the present year, and that they are waiting to see 
whether the enormous production now going on will 
not soon exceed the demand. 

Orders for standard sections aggregating about 
200,000 tons have been received by local mills for ship- 
ments to Western and Southern railroads. Part of 
this business was transferred to Eastern companies. 
The Lackawanna company are especially favored by 
orders, as their location enables them to ship a great 
part of their orders by water with the resulting saving 
in freight rates. 


Inquiries for billets and iron and steel bars are very 
heavy, but the actual business consummated during the 
last week was comparatively light. Steel makers are 
taking practically all of the business, inasmuch as 
their prices are lower than the prices for bar iron. 
The latter is quoted very generally in. Chicago at 
1.60c. 


Specifications on structural steel and plates con- 
tinue very heavy and new business is generally re- 
fused. Owing to the crowded condition of the mills 
the large iron and steel warehouses in Chicago have 
advanced their prices from store, charging from 2.25c 
to 2.50¢. 

Merchant steel and merchant pipe meet all the re- 
quirements and hopes of the manufacturers, with the 
specifications heavy, and no let-up in the demand. 
Cast iron pipe is sellirg freely. 


The coke market is decidedly weak, ‘even weaker 
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Report. 


than for some weeks past. Prices are variable and, 
as a general rule, melters can get lower than official 
quotations. Standard seventy-two hour Connellsville 
foundry quality is selling at $2.75 to $3.00 at the ovens 
or from $5.40 to $5.65 Chicago. Furnace coke is 
quoted at from 25c to 50c lower than foundry coke. 








PIG IRON. 
Matthew, Addy & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 


The week just ended has seen no change worth mention- 
ing in the pig iron situation. While order books show a fair 
run of business, no contracts for foundry grades of any mag- 
nitude have been closed. Buyers generally seem disinclined to 
cover for delivery into the future, and although the second 
quarter is now well on, a large majority of consumers have 
not yet contracted for delivery beyond July 1. However, the 
fact remains that they are running and must have iron, 
whether they run from hand to mouth or anticipate their re- 
quirements, 

Prices remain firm, and the ironmasters of the country do 
not seem to be worrying about the situation. Most of them 
are willing to sell for delivery through the entire year at to- 
day’s quotations. There is no doubt of the fact that the re- 
cent heavy purchases cf Bessemer have helped to keep prices 
steady. 

Shipments of iron from ali parts of the country are now 
moving more freely. The scarcity of cars which existed only 
a short time ago, and which in many instances made prompt 
shipment an impossibility, has been overcome. Empties are 
now comparatively plentiful both in the north and in the 
south, a fact which brings a sigh of relief not only to the iron 
consumer but to the producer as well. 

The coke market is quiet. Doubtless the easing up in the 
car situation has had its effect on this branch of the business. 

In reviewing the situation the only thing that is really 
worthy of note is the fact that prices remain very steady. 
Furnace men and iron men generally throughout the country 
are united in the opinion that a buying movement must come 
soon. 


Rogers, Brown & wae pig iron merchants, will say 
in their weekly report: 


Buying continues quiet and there are no sales of magni- 
tude to report during the week. The nature of the inquiries 
received, however, shows that there is a great deal of figur- 
ing being done for business during the last half of the year, 
and the bulk of the orders call for delivery during that period. 
There is a satisfied attitude manifested by producers whose 
output is well taken care of to July 1st, and who look towards 
the last half of the year with complacency. Viewed from 
every side, there is nothing which would lead one to believe 
in a curtailment of the activity which has been evident the 
last three months, and which received such startling con- 
firmation in the pig iron statistics for March, marking as 
they did a record for production and a continued decrease 
in furnace stocks. Prospects all seem to be for a continu- 
ance of consumption on this high plane, and probably an in- 
crease, as there are still many lines of smaller industries 
which could well see a betterment of their trade. Most 
furnaces are having trouble in keeping up their deliveries 
and are really more interested in getting their shipping books 
in shape than in adding tonnage to them. The largest manu- 
facturers in leading lines are figuring on a great increase 
in consumptive capacity during the next few months, and 
this added to the present rate, even if there is no increase in 
the latter, will make itself felt. 
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Locally the market is without any change in prices. In 
spite of much easier transportation conditions, deliveries 
are not yet all that could be desired. 





SHEETS. 


There has been no particular change in the market 
conditions during the past week, and conditions re- 
main about the same as in last report. There is a 
fairly good movement of material, and with the warm 
weather setting in earnest, as it is expected in the 
immediate future, there will probably be considerable 
improvement in demands. Solder is continuing to ad- 
vance. 

John McVoy & Co., Chicago, quote for prompt ac- 
ceptance the following prices on regular sizes:

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Some weakness is noticeable in prices on wire and 
cut nails. Mills have been very free with their pro- 
duction of late and most jobbers foresaw the advance 
in price which occurred about two months ago and 
filled all of their wants and to a great extent their 
future wants at the lower price schedule. It is curious 
to reflect that this weakness comes just at the time 
when the consuming demand is the greatest. A slight 
cutting of prices has been indulged in because of the 
crowded condition of jobbers’ warehouses. It is be- 
lieved, however, that this weakness is only temporary 
and that the market will round in form within the 
next ten days. 

Reports from jobbers scattered all over the country 
indicate a general tone of prosperity and optimism. 
Mechanics’ tools and builders’ hardware are selling 
perhaps better than other lines. The export trade is 
heavy. 

The International Harvester Co. has advanced its 
prices one-quarter of a cent on all grades of bindery 
twine except 600-ft. Manilla, which is unchanged. 
This change makes sisal and standard roc; standard 
Manilla 11c; pure Manilla 13¥%c, f. 0. b. Chicago. 
Prices on spirits of turpentine for May and August 
deliveries are 6c lower than the quotations of last 
week,

It would take every inch of space in the 
newspapers to chronicle the resultant murders, as- 
saults and plain “scraps” and the air would be blue 
with the rumors of strikes, rebellions and warfare. 

The ambition of every boy with his first pants is to 
have a pocket and a knife to carry in it. Anything 
that looks like a knife will do, but as he grows older 
he yearns for knives with three, four, five or six blades, 
knives with corkscrews and tweezers in their backs, 
knives with tortoise-shell and ivory and mother-of- 
pearl handles, pen knives and Congress knives, file 
blades, bowie points, big knives and little ones in end- 
less variety.
